OUTDOOR ANTENNA INSTALLATION 



1 POWER SOURCE CAUTION 

Operate only from power source indicated on unit 
or in this manual.

2 POWER CORD PLUG 

For safety this unit has a polarized type plug (one 
wide blade), or a three-wire grounding type plug.
